RATE INCREASE 


Washington, 
March 
28.—Prelim- 
inary proposals of virtually all rail- 
roads of the country for flat rate in- 
creases, ranging between 15 and 21 
per cent, were weighed to-day by the 
inter state commerce commission, to- 
gether with a multitude af protests 
against higher rates telegraphed 
by 
shippers, 
commercial 
organizations 
and allied interests. 
The first ques- 
tion to be decided by the commission 
is whether it shall modify its rules 
under which proposed tariff increases 
might be suspended for many months 
pending investigation. 
Southern and 
southwestern 
lines yesterday 
joined 
the eastern and western railroads in 
asking such a modification, and prob- 
ably within the next ten days roads in 
all sections will file formal applica- 
tions for flat rate Increases. 
Eastern 
lines announced they would ask for 
15 per cent increases. 
Western roads 
indicated their reque.st would be for 
15 per cent also. 
Five southwestern 
lines submitted figures showing their 
higher operating expense, demanding 
rate increases ranging between 18 and 
21 per cent. 
Southern roads will de- 
cide on their figure Friday. 


Another move planned by the rail- 
roads 
is to seek higher 
intra-state 
freight rates later from every state 
utilities or railroad commission in the 
country. 
Passenger rates would not 
be changed under the present action.

Dr. Hurty Says 25 Per Cent. 
Goes That Way, Raising 
Cost of Living. 


Indianapolis, 
March 
28.—Peeling 
potatoes to prepare them for use .on 
the table robs them of at least 25 per 
cent, of their food value, and helps 
increase the cost of living, according 
to the opinion of Dr. J. N. Hurty, sec- 
retary of the state board of 
health. 
The loss in food value is due to the 
fact that about one-fourth of it lies 
immediately under the skin of the po- 
tato, hé says. 


Potatoes have become 
a 
dietetic 
habit. Dr. Hurty asserts, and are neces- 
sary to a well-balanced ration. Among 
their principal values, he 
says, 
are 
"those 
wonderful 
life-giving 
com- 
pounds 
which 
chemists 
call 
vita- 
mines." 


The alkalinity of the potato helps 
keep away rheumatism and other ail- 
ments which rnay attend an acid con- 
dition- of the body. 
Without the vi- 
tamines, however, the potatoes would 
be almost a dietetic non-entity. 
Dis- 
cussing how best ^p prepare the pota- 
to Dr. Hurty says: 


"We should not peel potatoes un- 
less it is desired to lose most of their 
valuable mineral matter 
and 
their 
vitamines. 
These highly valuable sub- 
stances lie immediately between the 
thin peeling, which is séen on boiled 
potatoes, and the hard substance be- 
neath. 
Very often 25 per cent, of the 
food values are pared away. 
The wise 
and provident, will generally, at all 
times, and especially in these times, 
either boil or 
bake their 
potatoes. 
AVhen you eat potato chips, or French 
or German fried potatoes, be sure to 
remember 
that 
one-fourth 
of 
the 
tubers' food A-alue has been given to 
the garbage can. 
And Avhen you eat 
a 
baked 
potato, 
don't 
reject 
the 
jacket, for in it and next to it lie the 
valuable 
minerals 
and 
vitamines. 
Further, 
peelings 
are 
roughage, 
which you go without .at your 
peril 
We should eat more roughage 
and 
throw physic to the dogs, or better, 
spend neither time nor money on the 
miserable stuff."

Indianapolis, Ind., March 28.—A re- 
straining order to prevent collection of 
oil inspection fees by the state, was or- 
dered issued in the United States dis- 
trict court here 
this 
afternoon 
by 
three federal judges, sitting en banc. 


The order was made on the theory 
that the law authorizing the inspec- 
tion of oil by states, and collection of 
one-half which goes to the state, and 
the remainder to pay the expenses of 
the inspection department, is uncon- 


stitutional. 
A number 
of oil com- 
panies filed the suit. 


The effect of hte ruling 
will 
be 
practically to put the state oil inspec- 
tion department out of business. 


The oil inspection law was the sub- 
ject of a bitter fight at the recent ses- 
sion of the legislature, certain repub- 
licans trying to abolish the depart- 
ment.

Congressman James R. Mann, of Chicago, republican floor leader 
in the national house, has proposed that his candidacy for the speak- 
ership be abated, that Speaker Clark be jinanimoiisly re-elected and 
that the whole of the body get down to the work before it without 
division and perform it without delay. 


That sounds well—is well. It is rather, we think, what the coun- 
try would like to expect, if it dared to; certainly what the country 
would approve, if it came on so far as that. Well, then, why not? No, 
indeed, and for reasons many and cogent. 


As witness Mr. Lenroot, of "Wisconsin, Avho will be the republican 
caucus nominee for the speakership, if Mr. Mann is not. Mr. Lenroot, 
as a person of consequence in the house and in his party, has opinions 
of weight and judgments of force. Mr. Lenroot shatters the proposal 
of Mr. Mann for a non-partisan or bi-partisan organization of the 
house. It would never do at all—never. 


How would the country look at it 2 What would the country 
think of it? The country, says Mr. Leni'oot, would look upon it as aii 
exhibition of republican weakness. The country would think that it 
constituted an "admission that if the republicans organize the house 
the country will suffer." 
"" 
So might the country look and think. After three score years of 
existence, most of which has been spent in the administration of the 
national government, after all its high boastings, after the perform- 
ance of much that is worthy and claiming all that is, the republican 
party cannot get crcdit for a simple act 6f patriotism in setting its 
country's case above its own. If it submerge its partisanism for the 
time and join with its political adversary to place the nation in its 
strongest aspect before the world, the country will find it guilty of 
incapacity and weakness and dangerous to the public interest. The 
country might go farther and find it inept and that would be the cul- 
minating blow, the final condemnation. 


Mr. Lenroot, progressive though he be, talks like a partisan whose 
political itch is incurable. He says little enough for his party and 
still less for his country. If the future of the republican party must 
be made to rest upon its participation in a struggle for the speaker- 
Ship, if its standing in the public mind must be determined by its 
partisan conduct, either the public mind is distempered or the repub- 
lican party has ceased to find its history useful as an issue. 
• 
Mind, we don't say that it isv\^Tong or improper for the repub- 
licans in the house to attempt to organize that body or to put forward 
and give aggressive support to a candidate of their own for the speak- 
ership. We do say the ground taken by Mr. Lenroot for urging a con- 
gest is wrong. It puts his party under an imputation that we do not 
believe it deserves and it puts an aspersion upon the public mind and 
feeling that is likely to be resented. 


In the face of a great and dangerous crisis that threatens the 
peace of the nation, we believe the people of the United States can be 
just As patriotic and discriminating in their regard of the conduct of 
parties and the behavior of statesmen as parties and statesmen are 
likely to deserve.

-Observing the departure of Mr. Art Smith, Port Wayne's eminent 
foWiier eitizen and the country's foremost aviator, for the gold fields 
of Japan, the Indianapolis News observes that if Mr. Smith had been 
ftbiè to abide in contentment at home for awhile there might come to 
him oppoiliinities for more interesting performances than exhibition 
flights.

Washington, D. C., March 28.—^Ten 
million dollars worth of United States 
stocks a r e owned by the kaiser a n d 
members of his family a n d m a y be 
confiscated by t h e United States gov- 
ernment in case of war.

Wiihelm's concern over reafflfrmation 
of

Germans' 
personal property against seizure m a y 
have been caused by personal rathei- 
than national reasons.

The kaiser is one of the greatest of 
American property owners. 
He had 
a fancy f o r railway securities. 
W h e n 
the war began he is said to have pos- 
sessed $4,000,000 in stocks and honda 
of the Santa Fe, Union a n d Southern 
Pacific, and other western lines. 


These shares were held in t h e n a m e 
of dummies 
or German 
brokerage 
houses in New York. 


The kaiserin herself 
holds half a 
million in American securities. Prince 
Henry while in this coutry Is said to 
have 
made 
investments f o r himself 
totaling several millions. 


There is evidence t h a t agents of 
the kaiser have made stock 
m a r k e t 
cleanups on strength o f . a d v a n c e In- 
formation f r o m Berlin. 


The kaiser is said to have 
large 
land holdings in America, m u c h mora 
valuable now t h a n when bought 20 
years ago. 


H e is part owner of the North Ger- 
m a n 
Lloyd a n d Hamburg-American 
lines, which have $20,000,000 in ships 
tied up In American porta. 
Without 
these ships, reestablishment of Ger- 
m a n commerce a f t e r t h e w a r would 
be hampered. 


The kaiser is t h e majority owner of 
a silk mill In Paterson, N. J. which, 
by t h e 'way, was shown by t h e com- 
mission on industrial relations to pay 
the 
lowest wages and compel the 
worst working conditions in that dis- 
trict. 


As 
a stockholder in a 
Chicago 
packing company, the kaiser is re- 
puted to have piled u p wealth a t the 
expense of t h e allies and the Ameri- 
can public. 


It is rumored the federal govern- 
ment is investigating the extent ol 
Wilhelm'3 
holdings, 
with 
t h e 
idea 
that if t h e government 
should not 
confiscate property of individual Ger- 
m á n 
citizens, exception should 
be 
made in the kaiser's 
case, on the 
ground that his autocratic 
relatlonii 
to the governnient m a k e his holdings, 
In effect, t h e property of t h e German 
state. 


This property, if confiscated, would 
be converted Into t h e United 
States 
federal treasury.

Washington, 
March 
28.—"Russia 
will in all probability be the first world 
power among the western nations to 
provide in Its constitution for woman 
suffrage," said J. G. Ohsol, 
former 
member of the Russian duma repre- 
senting the city of Riga, today. 


"If a constitutional convention is 
elected by universal suffrage, as pro- 
vided in the provisional government's 
manifesto, there will almost certainly 
be a dozen women among the dele- 
gates, and the convention will grant 
votes to women almost without a dis- 
senting voice. 


"And delegates who would oppose 
woman suffrage would be laughed at. 


"It will probably surprise Americans 
to bo told that in Russia, which In 
many ways has been the most reac- 
tionary of western nations, there is no 
such sex prejudice as exists In Eng- 
land, France. Germany and the United 
States. 


"All Slav peoples are ready to ex- 
tend full privileges of citizenship to 
women. 
^ 


"Russia opened the learned profes- 
sions to women earlier than did any 
other European 
nation. 
For more 
than two generations there have been 
woman teachers and physicians. One 
of the most brilliant mathematicians 
the world has ever known was a Rus- 
sian woman, who received full recog- 
nition from the universities. 


"We now have In Russia 
woman 
architects, 
lawyers 
a n d 
engineers. 
Even the reactlonarf ministry, which 
has been in full 
control, 
permitted 
women to practice In t h e courts on 
t h e same.footing with men, and open- 
ed to women a large number of occu- 
pations German 'kultur' h a d formerly 
closed to them. 


"Woiiien always have played a large 
part in Russian politics. 
Among t h e 
leaders in the previous 
revolutions 
were many women, a n d there is little 
doubt they played their part in this 
revolution. 
T h e names 
of 
women 
appear prominently 
in t h e lists of 
martyrs w h o have dlea or suffered in 
exile f o r Russian liberty. 


"Besides their part in revolutionary 
movements, women have always had a 
hand in local government. I n Russian 
local government t h e vote belongs not 
to t h e individual, as in this country, 
but to the household. 
It always has 
been the custom that when t h e male 
head of the household died or was ab- 
sent, t h e housewife cast t h e vote f o r 
the household. 
They held no offices, 
but they had their share in the elec- 
tions. 


"The power of women in Russia lias 
enormously increased during the war. 
In the local governments the draft- 
ing of practically all heads of house- 
holds f o r t h e a r m y left the control 
largely in woman's hand^. 


"Women 
also 
have 
taken 
men's 
places In iiidustries. in large numbers 
since t h e beginning of t h e war, a n d 
have thex-eby achieved e c o n o m y inde- 
pendence they never will surrenaer."

RUSMLEADALl 


H. G. Wells, British Novelr 
ist/ Sees America's Big- 
gest Opportunity. 


London, England, March 28.—Was 
there something prophetic in the vision 
of H. G. Wells, noted novelist, when 
he wrote his latest book. "What Is 
Coming?" 


In view of the Russian revolution, 
political and literary London is be- 
ginning to believe there was. 


Written long before rumors began 
to come 
of 
the impending Russian 
overthrow. Well's volume paints a fu- 
ture earth in which four great democ- 
racies shall lead—the United States, 
France, Britain and Russia. 


And he hints that in the course of 
centuries there may remain but two 
great leaders—the United States and 
Russia. 


"Historically and politically the cit- 
izen of the United States must be drawn 
most closely to France," writes Wells, 
in this book, which is published in the 
United States by the Macmillan com- 
pany and copyrighted, 1916, by H. G. 
Wells. 
"With Great Britain the tie 
of language, the tradition of personal 
freedom, and the strain of the blood, 
are powerful links. 


"But both Britain and France are 
old countries, thickly populated; • •» • 
America is by comparison crude, un-' 
informed, explicit. 
• • • 


"There is only one other such coun- 
try upon the planet, and that curiously 
is parallel In climate, size and position: 
Russia in Asia. 


"Even Russia 
in Europe 
belongs 
rather to the newness that is American 
than to the traditions that is Euro- 
pean; Harvard was founded more than 
half a century before Petrograd. 
And 
when I looked out of my train window 
on my way to Petrograd from Ger- 
many, the little towns I saw were like 
no European towns I had ever seen. 
The wooden houses, the broad, un- 
made roads, took my mind instantly 
to the country one sees in the back 
part of New York state as one goes 
from Boston to Niagara. 


"The United States and Russia are 
the west and the east of the same 
thing; they are great modern states, 
developing from the beginning upon 
a scale that only railways make possi- 
ble. 


"France and Britain may perish in 
the next two centuries or they may 
persist, but there can be no doubt that 
two centuries ahead Russia and the 
United States will be two of the great- 
est masses 
of fairly 
homogeneous 
population on the globe. 


"The American tradition is based 
upon the casting off of a Germanic 
monarchy; 
thesi 
sturdy 
republicans 
did not fling out the Hanoverians and 
their Hessian troops to prepare the 
path of glory for Potsdam. 


"The great political conceptions that 
are needed to establish the peace of 
the world must become the common 
property of the mass 
of 
intelligent 
adultfe if they are to hold against the 
political scroundrel, the royal adven- 
turer, the forensic exploiter, the ene- 
mies and scatterers of mankind. 


"The French, Americans and Eng- 
lish have to realize this necessity; they 
have to state a common will and they 
have to make their possession by that 
will understood by the Russian peo- 
ple. and they have to share that will 
with the Russian people. 


"I would like to see the lead in 
this intellectual synthesis of the na- 
tions, that must be achieved if wars 
are to cease, 
undertaken 
by Great 
Britain. 
But I am bound to confess 
that in Great Britain I see neither the 
imaginative 
courage 
of France 
nor 
the brisk enterprise of the Americans."

With Gull, Pluck and Faith Lone 


Girl Wrests Home From Desert 


Neenach, 
CW., March 28.—^BÌssle 
Nochumovltz. graduate of the Russian 
University of Dorpat, has gone out to 
conquer the Mojave desert witih her 
two hands. She Is homestearing In thÌ 
i^ntelope valley, 20 miles 
from the 
nearest tree. 


Until a year ago Bessie, Nochumovlti 
had never In her life lived in the coun- 
try. Today, if the city of Los Angeles 
did not permit her to draw a skimpy 
amount 
of water from Its famous 
Owens river aqueduct she would bo 
walking 15 miles for adrink. A ten mile 
hike separtes her from the desolate 
crossroads of Neenach, where she gets 
her mail. 


But this sturdy woman, wilth face 
browned to thè color of the brush- 
grown sand, 
wouldn't trade places 
with the president She is happy. The 
coyotes howl mournfully at night. Her 
nearest neighbor is miles away. The 
stillness which she loves has driven 
strong men mad. 


"In America I have been five years," 
said Miss Nochumovitz. "Before then 
I was in my native country. Russia, 
oppressed, almost a slave. One year 
now have I been on the desert. It is 
wonderful. Before then I was in a 
hospital in Los Angeles, 
a trained 
nurse. Always, however, I wanted land. 
Now I have it, and I am happpy. 


Mis Nochumovitz is in a part of the ' 
Antelope valley which would be par- 
adise if it only had water. She is one 
of three women 
honxésteaders 
in a 
locality where 40 men ha ve taken up 
land. 
! 


There are no modern conveniences 
to encourage 
her; no 
bathtub, 
no 
running 
water, 
no 
telephone, 
no 
electric lights, no taxis to call. Not 
even a horse has this woman. 
j 


This winter she was snowbound for 
four weeks. She scarcely left her door- 
step. In that time she didn't 
see a 
single human being. Only the bleak, 
white, desolate valley, with its gaunt 
yucca plants bending fantastic limbs 
skyward, and the snow-laden sage as , 


far as the eye could see—^to the rim of 
the valley where* the mountains stand 
guard, silent and cold. 


"But it is beautiful," she said "In thè 
solitude I find great companionship. 
Never am I lonesome. We are far from 
civilizatlen and style, conquering the 
last unleashed domain. We live in a 
^ world of our owsn. 
Principles are 
• primitive, honor sacred. The moral 
code here Is -backed by a loaded gun. 


j 
"Of course, for a woman it is much 
harded than for a man. Clearing the 
land with a mattock is slow and tedious 
and building my house was so hard I 
had to get help with the frame. But 
most of the work I did myself, with 
j a hammer, a saw and a peeling kinfe. 
And I made the furnitue, too. 


Miss Nochumovitz 
raises ' turkeys. 
They feed on the vast flocks of grass- 
hoppers with which the desert swarms. 
Her revenue 
from 
these 
fowls is 
sufficient to meet all needs. 


"If I succed with my homestead." 
she said, "I will make it possible for 
more wom«n to get land. I will put iip 
to the government the proposition to 
irrigate land for settlers. It is not nec- 
essai-y that the individual have 160 
acres if the l^-nd have water, 40 acres 
will be enough. With water we can do 
anything on the desert. In the moun- 
tains is plenty, and it would be easy 
to bring it out here on the sands. 


"But it is so hard 
for a woman. 
People do not have faith in what I say.' 


On 
account 
of 
coyotes 
Miss 
Nochumovitz never goes far from her 
cabin without a gun or a heavy club. 


"Generally they are cowards, these 
beasts," she sai(J, "but sometimes, in 
the summex', they will attack a person. 
They come almost to my very doorstep 
at night and howl." 


This hardy woman pioneer is a tire- 
less walker. While herding her -tur- 
keys she will often travel 15 or 20 
miles. Not long ago, when she got up 
a. petitiion to Uncle Sam resurvey the 
Antelope valley, she tramped over the 
desert waste from homestead to home- 
stead covering 50 miles in two days.

RTBWILIDIE 


Number of Tree Pests is 
Growing Each Year, 
Says Expert. 


Indianapolis, Ind., March 28.^—^Un- 
less municipal spraying Is dona sys- 
tematically in the cities of Indiana in 
the near future there is a possibility 
that most of the shade trees in cities 
will die, B. E. Snodgrass, deputy state 
entomologist 
says. The number of 
shade tree pests is becoming larger 
each year, and they 
are 
becoming 
more active all the time, especially in 
the more thickly populated communi- 
ties, he declares. The damage already 
done necessitates almost constant re- 
planting, 
Mr. 
Snodgrass 
declares. 
More spraying is being done by pri- 
vate parties this year than ever before, 
but the indications are that the mu- 
nicipal authorities will have to take 
over the work to insure it being car- 
ried out in the systematic and thor- 
ough way. 


Among the shade tree pests which 
are especially 
active 
in 
cities, Mr. 
Snodgrass says, are: Cottony maple 
scale, oyster shell scale, elm scurfy 
scale, tussock moth, bag worm, web 
worm and red spider. 
The cottony 
maple scale has done the most damage 
to the maple trees of the state, and the 


oyster scale is reported next in the 
amount of damage. 


The reasons the pests flourish more 
in cities than in the country is because 
of the conditions under which trees 
exist in the closely settled communi- 
ties. 
Practically all trees in cities are 
unhealthy, due to smoke, 
gas, poor 
soil, damage resulting 
from 
having 
been cut back to permit electric wires 
to be strung, and lack 
of moisture. 
Sidewalks and pavements also have 
their efCect on the health of the trees. 
As a result the trees are not strong 
enough to resist the attacks of the 
pests. 


Birds in the cities do not eat the 
catipillars and other tree pests as they 
do in the country. 
There are not so 
many birds in the city. 
The only 
known remedy, Mr. Snodgrass says, is 
spraying.

G E N E R A L ORDINANCE NO 


An Ordinance Regulating the Construction 
of Billboards in the City of Fort Wayne 
and Providing a Penalty for Its Viola- 
tion. 
Section 1. Be it ordained by the Com- 
mon Council of the City of Fort Wayno, 
that hereafter no billboard having twenty- 
five (25) .square feet or more of surface 
shall be erected, altered, refaced or re- 
constructed without a permit from the 
Building Inspector and the payment of a 
permit fee of one dollar. 
The manner 
of construction, location and dimenislon 
of such billboards shall be in conformity 
to this ordinance and subject to the ap- 
proml of the Building Inspector. 
The 
term "billboard" %vithin the meaning of 
this ordinance shall include all structures 
of whatever material the same may be 
constructed, 
which are erected, 
main- 
tained or used for the public display of 
Postens, painted signs, pictures or other 
pictorial or reading matter, except that 
the term "billboard" shall not be applied 
to such signs as are attached to the roofs 
or walls of buildings. 
No billboard here- 
after erected, altered, replaced or re- 
constructed shall exceed twelve (12) feet 
in height above the ground, and every 
such billboard shall have an open space of 
at least two feet between the lower edge 
and the ground, which space shall not be 
closed in any manner while the billboard 
stands. 
No such billboard shall be con- 
structed nearer than six (6) feet to any 
building nor to the side line of any lot nor 
nearer than two (2) feet to any other bill- 
board, nor shall any such billboard ex- 
oeed five hundred (500) square feet in 
area, nor approach the street line on any 
street, alley or right of way on which any 
lot front» or abuts, nearer than fifteen (15) 
feet, but in all cases where the building 
line of buildings within fffty (50) feet of 
the proposed billboard is more than fifteen 
(15) feet from the street line or boundary 
line then such billboard shall not ap- 
proach nearer to such street line or lot 
boundary line than the distance that the 
building line of such buildings is from 
.such street line or lot boundary line; and 
where buildings are hereafter built near 
or adjacent to billboards such billboards 
shall be so moved or cut off as to leave a 
space of not less than six (6) feet between 
the building and such billboards, which 
shall in all other respects also comply with 
the terms of this ordinance. Any billboard 
which may now be or hereafter become 
rotten or unsafe and any billboard which 
shall hereafter be erected, altered, refaced 
or reconstructed, contrary to the provi- 
sions of this ordinance, shall be removed 
or otherwise properly secured in accord- 
ance with the terms of this ordinance by 
the owner thereof, or by the owner of the 
ground on which 
such 
billboard 
shall 
.stand, upon receipt of proper notice so to 
do, of not less than five days, and no rot- 
ten or unsafe billboards shall be repaired 
or rebuilt e x c ^ t in accordance with the 
provisions of this ordinance and upon a 
permit issued by the Building Inspector 
and the payment of the fee above provided 
for. 


Sec 2. All existing billboards which do 
not comply with the provisions of this or- 
dinance .shall be by the owner thereof re- 
moved and on his or its failure so to do 
the same shall be removed by the owner 
of the property on which the same is lo- 
cated, witliin ninety days after the pass- 
age hereof. In the event that the owner 
of such billboard and the owner of such 
property shall fail to remove such bill- 
board within said time the Building In- 
.spector shall .give ten day.s' notice to both 
the owner of the billboard and the said 
real estate of their violation of this sec- 
tion and shall cause the prosecution of 
any person failing to comply with such 
notice within ten days thereafter.

archy. It says In part: 


"The program of the new govern- 


ment is' satisfactory to sufficient ex- 
Lent. The present state of the bour- 
jeoise and the capitalistic society no 
houbt precludes tho possibility of 
changing the present revolution into 
a social one. Any effort in that direc- 
tion might precipitate a counter-rev- 
olution and bring about a return of the 
monarchy. 
"The necessary democratic control 


of tho word of tho new government 
can be achieved bext by participation 
in the temporary administration of 
representatives of the workmen's de- 
mocracy and a ividc and stable organ- 
ization of tho popular forces and the 
army. 
We appeal to tho workmen, 


soldiers and deputies to assist the 
temporary government in tho realiza- 
tion of a program of freedom and In 
the preparation for Hie national con- 
vention, keeping at the same ''time 
their full political independence. 


"Only when the election for the na- 


tional convention shall begin shall we 
present in full our demands for agra- 
rian and social reform." 


On the subject of the war the decla- 


ration said: "The victory of the cen- 
tral empires would bring ruin and re- 
instate the old regime. It is necessary 
now, more than ever before, to con- 
tinue the struggle against the last bul- 
wark of monarchist control in ISu- 
ropeo."

Berlin, March 27.—(Via London, 


March 28, 8:30 a. m.)—The idea of a 
great offensive against Russia in order 
to take advantage of her supposed de- 
moralization is not regarded with 
favor by Gen. Moraht, the widely 
known military expert of the Tage- 
blatt.

Dr. Hurty Says 25 Per Cent. 


Goes That Way, Raising 


Cost of Living. 


Indianapolis, 
March 28.—Peeling 


potatoes to prepare them for use on 
the table robs them of at least 25 per 
cent, of their food value, and helps 
Increase the cost of living, according 
to the opinion of Dr. J. N. Hurty, sec- 
retary of the state board of health. 
The loss in food value is due to the 
fact that about one-fourth of it lies 
immediately under the skin of the po- 
tato, he says. 
Potatoes have become a dietetic 


habit. Dr. Hurty asserts, and are neces- 
sary to a well-balanced ration. Among 
their principal values, he says, are 
"those 
wonderful 
Jlfe-glvlng com- 


pounds -which chemists call 
vita- 


mines." 
The alkalinity of the potato helps 


keep away rheumatism and other ail- 
ments which may attend an acid con- 
dition" of the body. Without thp vi- 
tamines, however, the potatoes would 
be almost a dietetic non-entity. Dis- 
cussing how best to prepare the pota- 
to Dr. Hurty says: 
"We should not peel potatoes un- 


less it is desired to lose most of their 
valuable mineral matter and their 
vitamines. These highly vafuable sub- 
stances lie immediately between the 
thin peeling, which is seen on boiled 
potatoes, and the hard substance be- 
neath. Very often 25 per cent, of the 
food values are pared away. The wise 
and provident, will generally, at all 
times, and especially in these times, 
either boil or bake their potatoes. 
When you eat potato chips, or French 
.1- German fried potatoes, be sure to 
•ernember that one-fourth of 
the 


ifbers' food value has been given to 
he garbage can. And when you cat 
i baked potato, don't reject 
the 


larket. for in it and next to it lie the 
valuable 
minerals 
and vitamines.

LAW IS INVALID 


Indianapolis, Ind., March 28.—A re- ] 


straining order to prevent collection of 
oil inspection fees by the state, was or- 
dered issued in the United States dis- 
trict court hero this afternoon by 
three federal judges, sitting en bane. 


The order was made on the theory 


hat the law authorizing the inspcc- 
ion of oil by states, and collection of 
jne-hal£ which goes to the state, and 
he remainder to pay the expenses of 
he inspection department, is uncon- 


stitutional.

panies filed the suit. 


The effect of Me ruling will be 


practically to put the state oil inspec- 
tion department out of business.

Mr. Lenroot's Reason. 


Congressman James E. Mann, of Chicago, republican floor leader 


In the national house, has proposed that his candidacy for the.speak- 
ership be abated, that Speaker Clark be unanimously re-elected and 
that the Tvhole of the body get down to the work before it without 
division and perform it -without delay. 


That sounds well—is well. It is rather, we think, what tho coun- 


try would like to expect, if it dared to; certainly what the country 
would approve, if it came on so far as that. Well, then, why not? No, 
indeed, and for reasons many and cogent. 


As witness Mr. Lenroot, of Wisconsin, who will be the republican 


caucus nominee for the speakership, if Mr. Mann is not. Mr. Lenroot, 
as a person of consequence in the house and in his party, has opinions 
of weight and judgments of force. Mr. Lenroot shatters the proposal 
of Mr. Mann for a non-partisan or bi-partisan organization of the 
htuse. It would never do at all—never. 


, How would tho country look at it! What would the country 


think of it? The country, says Mr. Lenroot, would look upon it as an 
exhibition of republican weakness. Tho country would think that it 
constituted an "admission that if the republicans organize tho house 
the country will suffer." 


So might the country look and think. After three score years of 


existence, most of which has been spent in the administration of the 
national government, after all its high boastings, after the .perform- 
ance of much that is worthy and claiming all that is, the republican 
party cannot get credit for a simple act of patriotism in setting its 
country's case above its own. If it submerge its partisanism for the 
time and join with its political adversary to place the nation in its 
strongest aspect before the world, the country will find it guilty of 
incapacity and weakness and dangerous to the public interest. The 
country might go farther and find it inept and that would be the cul- 
minating blow, the final condemnation. 


Mr. Lenroot, progressive though he be, talks like a partisan whose 


political itch is incurable. He says little enough for bis party and 
still less for his country. If tho future of the republican party must 
be. made to rest upon its participation in a struggle for the speaker- 
ship, if its standing in the public mind must be determined by its 
partisan conduct, either the public .mind is distempered or the repub- 
lican party has ceased to find its history useful as an issue. 


» Mindj we don't say that it is wrong or improper for the repub- 


licans in the house to attempt to organize that body or to put forward 
and give aggressive support to a candidate of their own for the speak- 
ership. We do say the ground taken by Mr. Lenroot for urging a con- 
test is wrong. It puts his party under an imputation that we do not 
believe it deserves and it puts an aspersion upon the public mind and 
feeling that is likely to be resented. 


In the face of a great and dangerous crisis that threatens the 


peace of the nation, we believe the people of the United States can be 
just as patriotic and discriminating in their regard of the conduct of 
parties and the behavior of statesmen as parties and statesmen are 
likely to deserve.

former citizen and the country's foremost aviator, for the gold fields 
of Japan, the Indianapolis News observes that if Mr. Smith had been 
able to abide in contentment at home for awhile there might come to 
him opportunities for more interesting performances than exhibition 
nights.

War Might Strip Imperial 


Majesty of Much Good 


Property HereV 


(By Basil 31. Manly.) 


Washington, March. 28.—"Russia 


will in all probability be the first world 
power among the western nations to 
provide in its constitution for woman 
suffrage," said J. G. Ohsol, former 
member of the Russian duma repre- 
senting the city of Riga, today. 


"If a constitutional convention la 


elected by universal suffrage, as pro- 
vided in the provisional government's 
manifesto, there will almost certainly 
be a dozen, women among the dele- 
gates, and the convention will grant 
votes to women almost without a dis- 
senting voice. 


"And delegates who would oppose 


woman suffrage would be laughed at 


"It will probably surprise Americans 


to be told that In Russia, which In 
many ways has been the most reac- 
tionary of western nations, there Is no 
such sex prejudice as exists in Eng- 
land, France, Germany and the United 
States. 
"All Slay peoples are ready to ex- 


tend full privileges of citizenship to 
women. 
"Russia opened the learned profes- 


sions to women earlier than did any. 
other European nation. 
For more 


than two generations there have been 
woman teachers and physicians. One 
of the most brilliant mathematicians 
the world has ever known was a Rus- 
sian woman, who received full recog- 
nition from tho universities. 


"We .now have in Russia woman 


architects, lawyers and engineers. 
Even the reactionary ministry, which 
has been In full control, permitted 
women to practice in the courts on 
the same footing with men, and open- 
ed to women a large number of occu- 
pations German 'kultur" had formerly, 
closed to them. 
"Women always have played a large 


part In Russian politics. Among the 
leaders in the previous revolutions 
were many women, and there is little 
doubt they played their part in this 
revolution. 
The names of 
women 


appear prominently In the lists of 
martyrs who have d:ea or suffered In 
exile for Russian liberty. 
"Besides their part in revolutionary 


movements, women linve always had a 
hand in local government. In Russian 
local government the vote -belongs not 
to the individual, as in this country, 
but to the household. It always has 
been the custom that when the male 
head of tho household died or was ab- 
sent, the housewife cast the vote for 
the household. They held no offices, 
but they had their share in tho elec- 
tions. 


"Tho 
power of women in Russia has 


enormously increased during tho war. 
In tho local governments the draft- 
ing of practically all heads of house- 
holds for the army left the control 
largely in woman's hands. 


"Women also have "taken men's 


places In,industries in large numbers 
since the' beginning of tho war,- and 
have thereby achieved economic Inde- 
pendence they never will surrender."

reedom. and the strain of the blood, 
re powerful links.

AND PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 
Tour Committee on Parks and Public 
Buildings, to whom was referred an ordi- 


GENERAL ORDINANCE NO 


An-Ordmance Regulating; the Construction 
of Billboards in the City of Fort Wayne 
and Provldlng'a Penalty for Its Viola- 
tion. 
Section 1. Be it ordained by tb«_Com- 
mon Council of the City of Fort Wayne, 
that hereafter no billboard having twenty- 
five (25) square feet or more of surface 
shall be erected, altered, refaced or re- 
constructed without a permit from tne 
Building Inspector and the payment or a 
permit fee of one dollar. The manner 
of construction. location and dimension 
of .such billboards shall be in conformity 
to this ordinance and subject to the ap- 
proval of the Building Inspector. 
The 
term "billboard" within the meaning or 
this ordinance shall include all structures 
of whatever material the same may be 
constructed, which are erected, main- 
tained or used for the public display or 
posters, painted signs, pictures or other 
pictorial or reading matter, except that 
the term "billboard" shall not be applied 
to such signs as are attached to the roofs 
or walls of buildings. No billboard here- 
after erected, altered, replaced or re- 
constructed shall exceed twelve (12) feet 
In height above the ground, and every 
such billboard shall have an open space or 
at least two feet between the lower edge 
and the ground, which space shall not be 
closed in anv manner while the billboard, 
stands. No'such billboard shall be con- 
structed nearer than six (C) feet to any 
building nor to the side line of any lot nor 
nearer than two (2) feet to any other bill- 
board, nor shall any such billboard ex- 
ceed flve hundred (500) sciuare feet In 
area, nor approach the street line on any 
street, alley or right of way on which any 
lot fronts or abuts, nearer than fifteen (1&) 
feet, but in all cases where tho building 
line of buildings within, fifty (50) feet of 
thp proposed billboard Is more than fifteen 
(IB) feet from tho street line or boundary 
lino then such billboard shall not ap- 
proach nearer to such street line or lot 
boundary lino than the distance that the 
building lino of such buildings Is from 
such street lino or lot boundary line; and 
where buildings aro hereafter built near 
or adjacent to billboards such billboards 
shall be so moved or cut off as to leave a 
space of not less than six (6) feet between 
the building and such billboards, which 
shall in all other respects also comply with 
the terms of this ordinance. Any billboard 
which may now be or hereafter become 
rotten or unsafe and any billboard which 
shall hereafter be erected, altered, refaced 
or reconstructed, contrary to tho provl-

that they are capturing villages with cavalry indicates that they arc 
not yet in contact with the main German forces. The most advanced 
British outposts are still ten miles from the Cambrai line, where allied 
observers assumed the Germans propose to make their real stand. Mil- 
itary critics in Paris and London are reverting to the belief that the 
present retreat is only part of the plan for a retirement on a tremen- 
dous scale to the Belgian border. In support of this theory it is 
pointed out that the withdrawal from the Noyon and Bapaume salients 
is rapidly forcing the whole German line into the form of an immense 
right angle. The upright of this angle runs north and south for 120 
miles from Nicuport on the Belgian coast to Laon. The lines run for 
about an equal distance cast to the Lorraine border. It is into the 
apex of this angle that Gen, Nivclle is boring his way threatening to 
cut the forces of the invaders squarely in two. 


British operations in Palestine arc indicated by today's reports 


to be progressing successfully on a large scale with the British forces 
closing in steadily on Jerusalem. On March 7 a British column was 
reported within 40 miles of Jerusalem at Bl-Chalil, or Hebron, about 
35 miles inland. This column has evidently been supported by a 
stronger army, advancing up the Mediterranean coast, where it can 
be munitioned and supplied by water. The coast army moving north- 
ward from Bafu lias rushed up the Mediterranean shore to within iive 
miles of Gaza, the historic town of bible times. Gaza is almost direct- 
ly west of El-Chalil, bringing the British front up to a straight line 
apparently across nearly the entire breadth of Palestine between the 
Mediterranean and the Dead sea. Forty miles north of Gaza is Jaffa 
the port of Jerusalem, whence a railway linejnns to the capital. 


. The British report shows the army now near Gaza to be engaged 


in constructing a railway apparently to facilitate its advance or its 
operations further in the interior of Palestine. It has defeated a 
Turkish army of 20,000, capturing a general and a whole divisional 
staff together with some 900 men including several Austrian officers 
and Austrian'and German men of rank and file and two Austrian 4.2 
inch howitzers.
